Since the plan was first put into
operation through the probation
department of the sheriff's office,
juvenile delinquency ecases have
dropped off to a surprising degree,
which goes . to show that youthful
energy dirccted into proper chan-
nels is the best means of avoiding
unpleasant and expensive court
action in petty crimes.

According to Mr. Morgan,
cost of handling jlvenile
cases, from the time a boy or
girl starts on a career of ‘delln-
quency to the commitment of the
individual to Whittier or loné cor-
rective institutions, is  around
$1600.  The ecost of ~handling
adult case exceeds that sum
about $900, taking it from
beginning. to the time the
of San Quentin’ or KFolsom
upon the delinquent.

To avoid this expense and
vide a saving of these great
largely unnecessary costs to the
county, which comes out of the
pockets of the taxpayers, the idea
of the regional playgrounds was
evolved and put into action with
a remarkable degree of success
thus far.

So important has been the suc-
cess, that many other counties and
communities in other parts of the
United States have adopted the
plan and are putting it into effect.
